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JAM MAKING. 


M ANY kinds of fruit are ready*for jam 


making, and a few general hints 
would thus not be out of place, 

The fruit chosen is of first importance; it 
must be fresh, take rather than over- 
ripe, sound and 

‘he sugar eal” be good. Granulated 
crystallised or loaf sugar may be used with 
excellent resuits. Neither brown nor beet 
sugar should be used, as they discolour the 
jam. Moreover, as they are not so sweet, 
more is required. The amount varies ac- 
cording to the kind of fruit, the personal 
taste, and the length of time the jam has to 
be key rt. 

Bither of the following proportions make 

& good rule :— 

1, Weight for weight of sugar and fruit, 
and boil the jam for twenty. five 
minutes. 

2. Three-quarters Ib. sugar to one Ib. fruit, 
and boil for forty-five minutes. 


METHOD OF MAKING, 

This depends on whether the fruit, is to 
be kept whole or not. If whole, as in the 
case of strawberries, black currants, mar- 
row, etc., let it stand overnight in the sugar. 
The syrup thus formed may be boiled, the 
fruit added, then further boiling, or the 
whole may ‘be put simultaneously into the 


pan. 
The addition of water depends on the kind 
of fruit, and should only be added to hard 
fruits, such as gooseberries, apples, etc. If 
liked, a jae of jelly from a previous boil- 
ing, or the juice drawn from per fruits, 
such as rhubarb, may be added 


THE PAN. 

If a brass pan is used it should be cleaned 
thoroughly, and, if polishing paste is used, 
the pan should be rinsed thoroughly with 
boiling water. Enamel pans are less costly, 
but they should be of the very best quality, 
The great heat necessary in jam making is 
apt to cause the enamel to crack. In the 
case of there being no preserving pan, a 
jar placed in a pan containing boiling water 
may be used, but, as very long cooking 18 
necessary, the colour is sacrificed, 


THE GOOKING. 

Jam should boil steadily all the time. It 
is quite unnecessary to skim it. Thorough 
skimming at the énd is all that is necessary, 


TO TEST FOR READINESS. 

Place a little on a plate, ahd it should 

jelly lightly in a few minutes, 

ORING. 

Small glass jars are best, as too much is 
not opened at a time, and one can see how 
the jam is keeping. The jars should be 
clean, hot and hay 


COVERING. 

If to be covered hot, dip soft white paper 
in milk and press down firmly. If to be 
covered when cold, lay on wax tissues, and 
cover with gummed paper or vegetable parch- 
ment, Write the name and date on the 
jar and store in a cool, dry place, as heat 
causes fermentation and moisture mol,

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OLD DRESSERS, 


ó ap dresser is a very important feature 


of Irish and North Country -kitchens, 

though, indeed, it is found almost 
everywhere. Very fine specimens of beauti- 
ful old carved dressers are met with in the 
South and West of England, Wales, and the 
Midlands, and in many parts ofthe Con- 
tinent. Though the name comes from the 
old French or Anglo-Norman word “ dres- 
soir,” in modern French the name is “ table 
de cuisine’’ or '' kitchen table,’’ and that was 
what the original dresser really was—a table 
or wooden bench on which the food was 
' dressed ” or prepared for table. This is 
Doctor Johnson's explanation of the name. 

First used in thig fashion as a table on 
which food was prepared and dished up, the 
dresser was afterwards made with shelves mn 
which various articles could be "' dressed '' 
or arranged in rows, so ag to display them to 
the best advantage. In bygone days, when 
china, porcelain, and glass were scarce and 
costly, a dresser was thought an admirable 
place to keep them safely, and to display 
them to advantage, instead -of hiding them 
away in a cupboard, which was then really 
what its name implies. 

Sometimes, even in a very humble Irish 
cottage, there is quite a good display of fine 
old china, earthenware, and cut-glass on the 
dresser. Many beautiful old pieces of lustre- 
ware, Wedgewood. willow pattern, Oriental 
china, Belleek, ‘ Toby-jugs,”’ etc., have been 
found by collectors on the shelves of 
in remote country places in Ireland. 

In many instances the space underneath an 
Irish dresser has bars across instead of golid 

coors, and, while occasionally used as a re- 
ceptacle for pots, pans, etc., at times it serves 
as a hen-coop in a farmhouse or cabin, a “ wisp 
of hay ” being placed on the ground and the 


hen put to hatch there, or the chickens may 


be brought in because of the warmth in the 
kitchen, and the safety from hawks, rats, or 
other enemies. This custom, however, is 
fast dying out. 

In the Middle Ages the dresser stood, not 
in the kitchen, but in the hall, where meals 
were served ; it then, to some extent, ful- 
filled the functions of a sideboard, Probably, 
im some cases, even quite well-to-do 
ate in the kitchen or “ living-room.’3 

Our poets often referred to this article of 
furniture, for Shakespeare, in ‘‘ The Taming 
of the Shrew,’ makes Petruchio chide his 
servants for the way in whgh the meat was 
served : 

‘Tis burnt, and so is all the meat. 
What dogs are these? Where is the rascal 
cook ? 
How durst you, villain, bring it from the 
dresser, 
And serve it thus to me that Jove it not,” 


Dryden also refers to the dressers thus — 


A maple dresser in her hall she had 
On which full many a slender meal she 

made,”’ 

In Longfellow’s ‘‘ Evangeline '' we read :— 
“The pewter plates on the dresser 
Caught and reflected the flame, as shields of 

armies the sunshine.”’ 


At an earlier date, when the plates, dishes, 
jugs, and cups were of silver, tin, pewter, or 
some other metal, or, rhaps, of carved 
wood, they, too, eS sg place on the 
dresser, and early settlers in America or 
Australasia introduced dressers in their new 
homes, and there, too, treasured bits of 
plate ‘carved wood, or '' Chaney-ware,”’ were 
preatily displayed, as they had been in the 
old home far across the seas. Some of these 
have lingered to this day. 

Normandy and Brittany “can still show 
good specimens of carved dressers, dark 
with age, and laden with attractive bits of 
pottery, but the average dresser in most parts 
of Europe to-day is modern aad aninterest- 
ing, if not absolutely ugly and common-

The Coal Crisis. 


A member of the House of Commons 
said last week that the crisis in the coal- 
mining industry was not a dispute, but 
an impasse. If it is, indeed, an impasse, 
the outlook for the whole of British in- 
dustry is desperately serious. Obviously 
it is the first duty of sensible men on both 
sides to.reach an agreement on the facts 
of ‘the situation. At present the coal- 
owners ‘assume that the industry must 
collapse unless the miners consent to 
accept lower wages or to put a larger 
volume of work into the day. On the other 
hand, the miners declare that the economic 
minimum of wages has. been reached 
already, and that any surrender of 
privileges. which they have won as the 
result of a prolonged struggle is unthink- 
able, If both parties are in the right, an 
impasse certainly has been reached, but 
neither party can be an unprejudiced 
judge of its own case. The facts ought to be 
ascertained by a tribunal in whose judg- 
ment the country would .have complete 
confidence. They would show whether the 
crisis;i8 merely a dispute that is capable 
of settlement or whether the coal in- 
dustry’s plight really is incurable; and 
the nation could bring its genius and 
patriotism to bear on the ascertained con- 
dition- of things. That is the British 
Government’s plan of action. It has 
established a competent court of inquiry 
and has invited the evidence of both 
partiés, in the hope, as the chairman of 
the court has ‘stated, that all concerned 
may be brought “' to appreciate the issues 
with a uniform sense of proportion.’’ The 
coal-owners have accepted the invitation, 
but the Miners’ Federation, sitting in 
annual conference at Scarborough, has re- 
jected it. The rejection seems to be based 
on a misinterpretation, honest or wilful, 
of the functions of the court. The miners 
are ready to take part in an open con- 
ference as soon as the owners withdraw, 
the demand for lower wages and extended 
hours of work; but they refuse to attend 
a court that, as they say, proposes to 
decide ‘whether that demand is feasible. 
No such demand, however, comes within 
the scope of the court’s terms of reference. 
Its duty is to discover “ the causes and 
circumstances of the threatened dispute in 
the coal-mining industry.” It has no 
power to settle the controversy or even 
to. recommend methods of settlement. 
There is talk of a national strike of 
miners in the near future, and the ex- 
tremists are trying to organise an alliance 
of all the large industries Which, in the 
event of a coal strike, would bring the 
country’s business to an utter stand-still. 
Any such development would be not only 
a mat@pial, but a moral, calamity. It 
-would prove that in a crisis of almost 
‘unexampled gravity the traditional Eng- 
lish ‘character, with all its gifts of good 
sense. 4nd compromise, had been dissolved. 
During 1924 there were 709 industrial 
"dispute in Great Britain, involving A 
total of 612,000 persons. Seventy-two 
per cent. of these disputes were settled 
by ‘direct arrangement between the 
parties.

“ Broadcasting.” 


More than a guarter of a million licences 
for the use of “listening-in ” sets have been 
issued in Great Britain, and Lord Gainford, 
who is Chairman of the British Broad- 
casting Company, estimates that ten 
million people are accustomed to listen 
to the company s “ wireless’’ entertain- 
ments. This means that “ broadcasting” 
in Rritain. reaches one in four of the 
population. Applications for licences con- 
tinue, and.soon no household will be with- 
out its ‘‘wireless’’: instruments. In the 
Irish Tree State—where, owing to the lack 
of local “ broadcasting ' stations, the new 
hobby is a luxury, confined to those who can 
aford ex, ensive apparatus—we find it 
hard to realise that across the Channel 
“listening-in ” is as much a part.of every- 
day life as the cinematograph is with us. 
Tor better or worse, what was an experi- 
mental ‘oy. three years ago has come ‘to 
stay. Fantastic anticipations of the part 
that “ broadcasting’’ would play hereafter 
have leen falsified. We know now that 
men will not give up the newspaper, in 
which they can read just the portion of 
news that interests. them, to listen to a 
summary spoken over the ether at a fixed 
hour We know that “broadcasted” 
concerts will not turn theatre-goers from 
the playhouse. “ Droadcasting’’ may 
supplement, but it never can supplant, 
the «sual organs for the diffusion of news 
or amusement. On the other -hand, 
“ broadcasting ’’ already has created func- 
tions which it alone can fulfil. By this 
agency weather tidings can be flashed into 
every farmer's house. Schools equipped 
with “listening-in’’ sets, though they be 
situated on the farthest shores of these 
islands, can receive lectures from the 


and again, they can “ tune in” to messages 
sent from foreign lands, so that the pupils 
can hear foreign tongues in common daily 
use. Perhaps, the most important part 
which “broadcasting ' will play in national 
life hereafter is in enabling the “whole 
community to participate in ceremonial 
occasions. Solemn acts of dedication will 
be marked by addresses of exhortation in 
which the accents of kings and ministers 
will reach every home in the land. That 
“breadcasting'” should become thus a 
dignified and uplifting influence in public 
affairs requires that its practice shall be 
governed by enlightened patriotism. Pure 
speech :nd good music alone should be 
allowed to flow upon the ether, and censor- 
ship should prevent the degeneration of 
the “listening-in’’ set to the likeness of 
the “ babble-machines’’ once anticipated 
by a novelist. Happily, this popular means 
of entertainment cannot be monopolised 
by. California; otherwise we all might 
wish with Keats “to cease upon the mid- 
night with no pain.” 


A Disciple of Dickens. 


There died in London last week a simple, 
unassuming scholar—Mr. Bertram Matz. 
His name is almost unknown to the world ; 
yet his quiet life-work kas its ramifications 
wherever the English language is read. 
If Dickens to-day exerts a larger influence 
than ever before—if the most wholesome 
of the English novelists is still the most 
widely read—gratitude should go out to 
the memory of Mr. Matz. Throughout the 
British Empire there are branches of that 
Dickensian Fellowship of which he was 
the chief founder. The publications of 
thet body were the medium by which Mr. 
Matz diffused the results of a Vifetime of 
research, and it is through his devotion that 
an enormous body of knowledge about the 
original persons and places. on which 
Dickens dre / has been saved from oblivion, 
In the phantasmagoria of the Dickensian 
tales we seem to see merry England in 
final dissolution, and it is largely due to 
that faithful exponent of the master that 
we know in what measure history and the 
story-teller’s imagination were in accord. 
Happy is the author who finds so patient 
an interpreter before his times have become 
remote. How precious would be the 
intimate image of Elizabethan England 
which would be ours if & Matz had risen 


to record the sayings of old men who 
remembered the master and to preserve 
every surviving letter from his hand! In 
lete years Mr. Matz was acknowledged to 
be the supreme authority on Dickens.

BEET SUGAR, 


A FORGOTTEN CHAPTER OF - 
HISTORY. 


(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 
It is strange that none of those who. took 
ht in the debates in the Dail on the Beet 
Bill was able to reinforce his arguments 

“sá definite example, which is proverbially 
better than precept.

—the Financial. Times—belongs the honour 
of reminding us that an Irish beet sugar 
Me gag was floated in Dublin as far back as 
1 he journal, however, was unable to 
give a history of the company’s effort or to

Dublin archives have suffered serious Joss 
during the last decade, and in regard to 
details of the company's fimancia] progress 
local history is silent, essential records having 
suffered the fate of the Alexandrian Library. 
The company was obviously a private one, as 
it was nut mentioned in contemporary Stock 
Exchange lists; and the official quotations, 
which are always so excellent a measure of 
the sickness or health of an industry, are, 
therefore, not available. However, diligent 
search. was eventually rewarded, and Mr. W. 
Nelson Hancock, who read a paper on the 
subject on May 29th, 1877, before the 
Statistica] Society of Ireland, has. shed. at 
least a glimmer in the dark places. His 
was, in fact, a funeral oration on the 
dead—or at that time, perhaps, dying— 
venture, and, though unpretentious of 
eloquence and lacking Antony's grace in 
similar circumstances, his exposition of the 
company’s failure was very much to the point. 
In those Spartan Free Trade days subsidies 
were unknown, and it appears that the, prime; 
eause of failure wea Ba of pes tay TS 
between the factory and the growers. 
price which the factory ‘could siftord to pay se 
the farmers for roots was necessarily hased on 
the price of imported sugar, and when the 
world-price of sugar was low the beet’ ¢rop 
did not pay the farmer as well as mangolds, 
which gave a heavier yield. Mr. Hancock 
(who was certainly no apostle of lost causes) 
concludes a critical address by saying: 
& ese factors led me to form an un- 
favourable opinion of prospects of matufactire 
at the outset, which as, I think, been borne 
out by the results.” It seems, therefore, that 
this early attempt in the industry languished 
for lack of raw material. 
The success of the present_attempt to revive 
it will be directly proportionaté to the co- 
operation of the farming community. Farmers 
have a reputation for being queer, whimsical 
folk, but the average farmer has very sound | 
ideas on the basic principles of business. No

HUDSON’S BAY COMPANY. 


IDLE RAILWAY TO BE 
WORKED. 


WINNIPEG, By. Mail: 

A proposal has been. made to utilise the 
325 miles of the Hudson’s Bay Railway, which 
have been rusting in idleness for ei ht years. 
Work on the line was discontinued in 1917, 
after it was decided that, owing to. the 
shortness of the navigation season in Hud- 
son Bay, it would not offer an effective out- 
let for the prairie provinces by sea. 

The line passes thro Pugh ste territory rich in 
game, wild beasts a a veritable 
sportsman’s paradise, and it is proposed to 
run motor cars with flanged wheels for the 
benefit of sportsmen and others wishing to 
enter the country. A recent report of the 
Hudson's Bay Company contains. the. state- 
ment that final settlement has been reached 
with the Canadian Government in regard to 
land. The company will receive a further 
239,000 acres, the final instalment under the 
1870 deed of surrender, which means that. it 
will have received a total of 6,639,000 acres, 
instead of the 7,100,000 acres claimed for the 
surtender of Rupert’ s Land. 

This closes land transactions which have 
been going on for two and a half centuries, 
starting with the charter granted by Kin 
Charles to “the adventurers of As, 
trading into the Hudson’s Bay. — (Reuter, )

Dr. Coley adds:—'' The finding of the tuber- 
culosis germ did not result in the discovery 
of an immediate cure, but it did lower the

The Russian Offer. 


The mystery attending the Russian offer 
to purchase fifteen million pounds’ worth 
of British goods has been revealed. M 
Rakovsky, who hopes to do the burying. 
states that the Soviet Republic proposes 
to make a cash payment with every order. 
the balance to be regarded as a credit for 
a short period. The bulk of the goods to 
be ordered will consist of machinery, most 


value will be offered as a cash payment. 
the remainder to be paid in two or three 
years. M. Rakovaky is of the opinion 
that there is no difficulty in sight, since 
Russia will have an immense surplus in 
grain alone for export this year, and 
argues that the advantage will not be on 
the side of Russia, since every ton of 
machinery represents four tons of coal in 
its production,«and employment wil] ‘he 
provided for the miners as well as the 
engineers of this country. British manu- 
facturers, however, are unlikely to regard 
the situation with the favourable eye of 
the Soviet Ministér. Many Russian debts 
still remein unpaid. 


The Coal Crisis. 


The mere possibility of a coal strike 
next month has been sufficient to cause 
an advance in the price of coal, and the 
coal merchants explain it by saying that 
there is an extraordinary demand. The 
call for increased supplies has set pits in 
Nottingham and Derby working full time. 
and several hundred miners who have 
been on short time have returned to ful! 
employment. In coal circles here it is ex- 
pected that the demand will become more 
intense during the next fortnight, and that 
prices will rise steadily until they are 
another pound higher than at present. 
Low. summer: price quotations seem. to 
have, departed for good, and the ‘invita- 
tions to consumers to fill their cellars for 
the winter are no longer exhibited. 


Break in the Weather. 


The heat wave and the drought broke 
up together in London "this morning, 
when very heavy rain fell for about forty 
minutes, followed by slight showers at 
intervals throughout the day. The skies 
aré heavily clouded, and more rain is ex 
pected shortly. A remarkable feature of 
the atmosphere to-day was the visibility. 
Very distant places could be seen with 
ease, and at one spot in the South I was 
able to look right across London and 
could distinguish the houses and churches 
in the Northern suburbs. Tt is but 
oe dom that the London atmosphere is so 
clear. 


Sir’ James Craig. 


A denial is given to-day to the _per-

Dear Rubber. 


The high price for rubber threatens 
to bring about the closing of factories 
engaged in making rubber products. Many 
of the smaller manufacturers using rubber 
have to buy supplies from hand to mouth, 
and rubber at its present price is out of 
the question for them. In the course of 
the coming week a strong protest against 
the continuance in its present form of the 
Stevenson scheme of restriction is to be 
made by the rubber trade. and this wil] he 
signed by representatives of the motor car 
and motor cycle manufacturers, the users 
of motor vehicles and other interested 
bodies. The protest will state that the 
continued high price of rubber must le ad 
inevitably to a.sharp rise to the publi 
in the price of all goods composed wholly 
or partly of rubber. 


Railways in Northern Ireland. 


Mr. Bromley intends to ask © the 
Minister of Transport on: Tuesday 
whether, in view of the fact that the

Two thousand buffalo will be 
shipped north this summer, and a like num- 
ber will follow each year until 10,000 buffalo 
have been moved, this being considered neces- 
sary by the Canadian Government owing to 
over-crowding at the Wainwright Park due to 
the rapid growth in the numbers of the herd. 

On arrival at the Wood buffalo reserve the 
animals were liberated, when they at once 
made a mad dash for the shelter of the 
woods, in whose shade they will remain for 
the rest of their lives.

LAWN TENNIS. 


ENGLAND V. FRANCE. 


AN INTERESTING BOOK. 


By F. Gordon Lowe. 

There were three English teams in 
the field last week against France, . Irelan.i 
and Wales, respectively, which shows ‘that, 
if we have not qualit among our players, 
there is at least quantity. As was expected, 
our Davis Cup match at Eastbourne ended 
in a decisive victory for the all uering 
French team. The public in that district 
o..ce again showed how much they appreciate 
good lawn tennis by turning up in their 
numbers to Devonshire Park, and some. of 
the many schools at Eastbourne were also 
taking a keen interest in, the matches, 
Lacoste and Borotra found that it was al- 
most as tiring t3 sign autograph albums as 
to wield the racket. The French players, not 
without justification, were so sure of victory 
that they did not arrive rntil the eve of the 
match, whereas the English team had been 
practising on the courts for three days.. We 
should have been able to turn this obvious 
lack of preparation on the part of the 
Frenchmen to our own advantage, especially 
if we had had another Singles player. of 
Cnlbert’s ability in our team. At the old 
Wimbledon people used to marvel at Roper 
Barrett when he came rushing down from 
the city just in time to play his matches. 
Borotra far surpasses these. performances 
instead of from the city, he comes from 
Holland, Spain and Germany to the scene 
of his activities. 

Turnbull was the only member of" the 
British team to distinguish himself; ‘for he 
played some high-class tennis during bis 
match with Lacoste. On the last day, teo, 
after France had won the match, . Turnbull 
fought and won a fine match with Brugnén, 
who had been substituted for Borotra. e 
big Englishman played very well. - ——Tbis 
game, however, must be regarded more as 
an exhibition one, as there was nothing hang- 
ing on the result. I remember on a similar 
occasion, when France was. playing India in 
Paris, that Brugnon was beaten by Deane. 

The double combination of Wheatley and 
Godfree against Lacoste and Brugnon was 
disappointing, the services of the latter being 
quite inadequate for the occasion. Wheatley 
was as much off in this match as Godfree 
had been when this same pair played against 
Lacoste and Borotra at Wimbledon. Crola 
Rees played well, but he is not yet an ex- 
perienced Singles player. He missed many 
opportunities in the first match against 
Borotra, who was distinctly tired after 
his journey. With the departure of 
the Frenth team we have sen the 
last of the foreign invasion for some 
time. I hope on some future occasion 
that Lacoste will publish the notebook which 
it is said he heeps about the methods of the 
various players likely to give him trouble. 
Such a book would prove interesting reading, 
and would contair many home truths, for 
Lacoste is a great student of form. I was 
asked the other day why it was that the new 
champion used up go many rackets. The 
reason for this is that a point is not won by 
one stroke alone, but by the accumulative 
efiort of four or more. It is just. this little 
attention to detail, the playing with the per- 
fect instrument, which makes all the differ- 
ence in the winning or losing of points, and, 
indeed. matches. 

THE FITZWILLIAM CLUB. 

England had a very close struggle with 
Ireland at the famous Fitzwilliam Club, 
Dublin, which resulted in a victory for the 
home country by the odd match. The 
Inshmen are always hard to beat on their 
own courts, as many a previous team has 
discovered.

THE BEGGAR NUISANCE, 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES, 

Sin,—With reference to your sub-leader in 
this day’s issue, there is a very simple remedy 
in the hands of the County Councils in the 
Free State to have a ae to this nuisance 
—namely, the making and publication of by- 
laws making it a penal offence for any person 
to be caught begging, as well as for anyone to 
live as a vagrant. The Kilkenny County 
Council, under the chairmanship of Mr. John 
Butler, Minauns, Callan, formu'ated by-laws, 
and a person found begging, when brought up 
by a policeman, was liable to a month's im- 
prisonment. In this district the by-laws were 
rigidly enforced, with the effect that street- 
singers, fake-pedlers, traveling musicians, 
ete., were ‘got rid of after the first couple of 
months’ enforcement of the by-laws, They 
also put a stop to the raking noises of the 
hurley-burleys, etc. The same by-laws. are 
still in force, and the Civic Guard have it in 
their power to have them made as effective as 
in R.I.C. days—with this exception, that 
under the old laws any J.P. had the power to 
commit instanter on the case being proved. 
At the present time a Peace Commissioner 
could remand to the District Court, and, 
perhaps, that action might prove as effective. 
Again, a Peace Commissioner could. return 
the person accused on bail to the next District 
Court on hic*own recoguisance, and when the 
accused got off in this way they very seldom 
turned up to meet the District Court. That 
was as effectual as a month's imprisonment, 
as the accused never put in an appearance in 
the district afterwards.— Yours, etc.,

7 [LORD CHEYLESMORE INJURED. 


Major-General Lord Cheylesmore is lying 
in the Egham and District Memoria] Cottage 
Hospital in a serious condition as the result 
of an accident on the London road at Vir- 
ginia Water between 7 and 8 o'clock on 
Saturday night, when he was returning from 
Bisley to his .ountry residence at Engletield 
(ireen in a motor car with his son, the Hu.

He 
received severe head injuries, and a leg and 
arm were fractured. His son escaped with 
slight. cute and abrasions. A butler, who was

Lord Cheylesmore and his son were taken 
to the hospital at Knglefield Green, but it 
was not found necessary to detain Mr. Eaton. 
On inquiry at vhe hospital vesterday evening 
it was ascertained that Jord Cheylesmore 
had passed ag comfortable a mght as coud 
be expected. He was not cut of danger and 
his injuries were regarded as serious. The 
footboard of the second car was torn away, 
but the driver was not injured.
